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ABSTRACT : 


PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To positively prevent chip generated in 
boring work, 

from being scattered around by fitting a magnet sheet along the inner 
surface 

of a housing formed in cylindrical shape so as to be able to insert a 
drilling 

tool inside, and providing a fixture for fixing one end of the 
housing to a 
bored member. 

SOLUTION: At the time of boring a box body 1 of a distribution 
board, a 

bored member, by an electric drill 2, one end of a housing 7 of a 
chip 

collecting jig A is brought into contact with the box body 1 so as to 
surround 

a bored place, and the housing 7 is fixed by magnetic fixing of 
magnet rubber 

9a serving as a fixture. The tip of the electric drill 2 is inserted 
through 
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in the housing to bore a hole. Chip 3 is generated during this 
boring, but the 

chip 3 is collected being magnetically fixed to a magnet sheet 8 
fitted along 

the inner surface of the housing 7. After boring, the electric drill 
2 is 

pulled out, the drill chip collecting jig A is removed from the box 
body 1, and 

the chip magnetically fixed to the magnet sheet 8 is removed if 
necessary.

BASIC-ABSTRACT: 

The jig (A) has a cylindrical housing (7) with a magnet sheet (8) 
attached to 

its inner surface. A fixing tool (9) is provided at one end of the 
housing. 

Using the fixing tool, one end of the housing is fixed in an abutting 
manner to 

a drilling part material which is drilled with a drill tool. 

The drill tool is pierced into the housing to perform drilling of the 
material . 

Sawdust generated by the drilling work, is magnetised to the magnet 
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sheet in 

the inner surface of the housing. 

ADVANTAGE - Prevents dispersion of sawdust to surroundings. Shortens 
time 

required for assembly of jig. 
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
